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DETAILED ACTION 


Acknowledgment is made of the receipt of the amendment filed on 9/12/01 . Claims 1-3 
are currently pending. 

Drawings 

1 . This appUcation has been filed with informal drawings which are acceptable for 
examination purposes only. Formal drawings will be required when the application is allowed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C, 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an appHcation for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

3. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U,S,C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Price R-W et al. 
(US 6,052,068) (hereinafter referred to as Trice R-W). 

Price R-W teaches a vehicle identification system whereas an interrogator 12 transmits an 
interrogation signal 14 to two or more vehicle identification tags (VITs) 16 mounted on 
respective vehicles 18 (col 3, lines 19-23). The VIT 16 memory can store a permanent 
registration number and data for public use such as parking access and toll infromation (col, 3,

lines 51-58 and col 4, lines 55-58). If the data comprises prepaid tolls, the interrogator can 
deduct toll charges from the data and rewrite the memory with new credit balance (col 3, lines 
61-65). The interrogator 12 may be located in a police car on patrol or it may be at a fixed 
location (col 4, lines 42-44). 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-3 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion 

5. An examination of this appUcation reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecuting procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in this 
field usually acts as a hability in affording the maximum protection for the invention disclosed.
